‘New Atlantic Charter *

While still seeking a decla-

A senior State Department 
official said that Henry A. 
Kissinger, Mr. Nixon’s na- 
tional-security. adviser, who 
coined the term, has quietly 
instructed other officials to 
stop using “hew Atlantic 
charter” in discussions with 
Europeans. 

The official said that most j 
European leaders seemed to 
distrust the expression and 
have been arguing against 
the use of the term more 
than they have against the 
idea of Mr. Nixon and Euro.^ 
pean leaders signing some 
kind of document outlining 
the “basic principles” of the 
future alliance.
